Gds itz Rifle Div had possibly moved from there te the Loellershein troop 
waining grounds, It is rather believed that the elements of the 95th 
Gds ilte .ifle Div, like the 13th “ds “ecg Div, wore still at their posts 
in mid-dune 1951. On the basis of this assumption it is believed that the 
25X1 of the 95th Gds lite Rifle Div, which were observed 
in the Deellersheim @rea in ‘ay and at the beginning of June 1951, belonged 
to the units permanently stationed at Doellersheim rather than to eLenents 
of this division staying there for summer training. 
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
